danger of his Perſen,which conſtraiacd-him to put his 
Archers on board ſmall Veſſels, whoſe Shot (to which 
the Britains were not accuſtomed) made them retire, 
whilſt under that favour he Lande? part of his Legions, 
yet long was it before he could make good his greund, 
with the loſs of his huge Fleet broken to pieces by 
the fury of the Tempeſt,and a great number of his Men 
flain in divers Conflids and Skirmiſhes,for the Natives 
fighting partly in hook-armed Waggons, or their fa- 
ſhion'dCharriots of War,and partly on foot withSpears 
fmall imboſs'd Shields, and large Swords, being excee- 
dingnimble,charged and retired in Parties as they ſaw 
It convenient,and when in any Battel they were wor- 
ſted, they betook themſelves to fortified Woods, which 
ſerved ther in the nature of Caſtles: So that in the 
end this great Conqueror,tired with continual Alarms, 
_ it convenient to make a Peace with thoſe Kings 
that had oppoſed him,and taking Hoſtages,he return» 
ed to France, there to quiet ſome new Commotions 
' that were ariſen. | 

The people, in the condition Ceſar found them, 
were. tall, big-bodied, ſtrong, and greatly addifted to 
hardſhip, having few Towns, unleſs ſuch as were the 
capitals of their Kings,but lived in fortified Woods,the 
Men being allowed as many Wives as they could keep, 
fierce and cruel, yet ſparing in Diet, and not much ad- 
dicted to Labour, ſo that the Ground lay moſtly until- 


| ted; and when they ſowed their Corn,they only ſtrew- 


- ed it on the Earth, and harrowed it over with Buſhes, 
on which they laid conſiderable weights; and being 
$ carried away with a notion ofthePythagoreans,they for- 
bore very much to kill or deſtroy theCreatures,leſt they 
{ ſhould unhouſe the Souls of their Friends and neareſt 
* Relations, which they concluded at their deaths had 

: pafled 
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paſſed by Tranſmigration into them 3 «fgIhat Hares, 
Hens, and Geeſe. eſpecially, were found in fuch plenty. 
and 10 tame, that it was admirable, with great ftore of 
delicious Fruits, which Nature ofher own accord had 
produced. 

The Trade of the Britains, if any abroad, was very 
inconſiderable; for,as Ceſar obſerves,their Boats wes 
for the moſt part Leather drawn over Wickeror Oliers,. 
or ſuch as was ſowed together with Thongs, ſo tha: 
they durſt not venture far from the Shoar; nor did they 
trouble themſelves with any ſtore of Proviiion whep 
they Sailed. The better ſort were clad,but they moſt- 
ly with Sxins, which they had not the Art to dreſs 
taking a careleſs pride in Nakedneſs, for as muchas be- 
10g Young, they Raiſed and Scarrified theirSxins into 
Carved Works of Birds, Beaſts, Trees, Flowers, Fiſh, 
Sans, Moons, Stars, ard the like 3 it being a Trade or 
Imployment, to perſons well verſed in it, as well as 
Painting orCarving at thisDay z and in theſe Scars they 
ſupplicd the juice of Wold or Woad, which not only 
coloured their Bodies, but ſinking in where the San 
gave way, left a laſting ſtain that grew up with them 
to Maturity, fortifying their Bodies by ſhutting up the 
Pores againſt heat or cold z and though they lived in a 


kind of a flate of Innocency,ſequeſtercd from the hur- 


ry and buſtneſs of more Civiliz'd Nations, yet being 
under many Governours, they frequently Warred up- 


oneach other through Emulation : Though their Riches F; 


were incanliderable, their Coin, or what was currant 
amongſt them, being only Braſs or Iron, Rings, Boxes, 
Qunches, at a certain tize or weight, though afterward, 
by the Example of the Xomans, they ſtamped Silverand 
Gold, with ſundry Devices, Imboſſed Shicld way. 
They made their Drink of Barly, boiled in Water, but 
took little account of Miik, and leſs of their Cattel], 
taking great pride in ſhaving themſelvesall but the up- 
per Lip, which they did 1a imitation of the Gauls, 
wearing Iron Chains about their Necks and Waſtes; 
with Braſs Rings on their Fingers,as Ornaments; and |;

they hadWomen in common, amongſt Brothers and 
Parents, Md the Iffue was attributed. to him who firſt 
gathered her Virginity. . 

As for the Religion of the Antient Britains (if fo 
I may term it, and not rather a D/ab/ica! Deluſion)it 
was Superſtitious and Barbarous, for the Druids or 
Prieſts, whom they held to be very Oracles, gave them- 
ſelves up to Witchcraft and Inchantments, mutte- 
ring horrid Charms, pretending to raiſe Storms and 
Tempeſts, to call for Lightning and Thunder : - Nor 
was their 1dolatry leſs, for they had Images, almoſt 
without number, to which they prayed, and made Sa- 
crifice under certain Names and Figures, as the Pricſts 
direQed, not ſparing to offer the Fleſh of their Ene- 
mies taken in War, and amongſt them,even Prieſtcraft 
Reigned in thoſe days ; for Excommunication was of 
great force, and the Theology they held, was, that the 
Soul being Immortal, loſt not, nor leſſened in its Exi- 
ſtence by the dying of the Body, hut pafſed into ano- 
ther, either rational or irrational Creature, and their 
Prieſts were Judges in all Civil Controverſies. 


This was the State of the Britains, when the Romans 


- came firſt acquainted with the Iſland, and thoſe of Eng- 


land, ſonamed, ſince that time, from a Place in Den- 
mark, called, Engelon, or from the Eaſt 4ngles,were di- 
Ninguiſhed by their Cantons or Tribes,in the following 
order and poſſeſſion, viz. The Cantij poſlefled Kent 3 
the Regni,Suſſex and Surrey; the Durotriges,Dorſetſhire z 
the Dammnont,Devonſhire and Cornwal ; the Belge,Somer- 
ſetſhire, Wiltſhire, and Southamptonfhirez the Atrebati,

The Cantons of Wales had likewiſe their Order and 
diviſion, viz. The Ordovices poſſeſſed Flintſhire, Car= 
narvan-ſhire, Denby-ſhire, Montgomery-ſhire, and Me- 
rioneth- ſhire; the Silures Hereford-ſhire, © Radnorſhire, 
Brecknack; Monmouth, and Glamorgan-ſhire; The 
Dimete, Caermarthen-ſhire, Pembrook-ſhire, and Car= 
digan- ſhire ;the Ottodini& Brizantes Pariſi were accoun- 
ted ſeparate from the former, and poſſeſſed themſelves 
of York ſhire, Lancaſhire, Durham, Richmond, Goun- 
ty Weſtmorland, Cumberlznd, Northumberiand; and-the 
latter, ſometimes of March, Teifidale, Tweedale and Lowe . 
thian: Theſe Diviſions had their reſpe@ive Heads 
or Governours, to whom they made acknowledgment, 
and payed ſome inconſiderable Tribute 5 though molt 
of that kind fell-to the flare of the Prieſts; and indeed 
their Riches was but ſmall, for Ceſar, when he found 
he had a conſiderable Advantage over the Southern part 
of this l{land, layed no greater Tax upon them, than 
three hund'ted pounds a year, as a Tributary Acknowledg= 
ment to Rome :We might infiſt on the 771bes that were 
poticiled of Scorland, and the Iflands belong ingtoGreat 
Britain but not being much to the purpoſe, 1t 1s cons, 
venient to purſue the more waterial part of Hiſtory. .

HE Romans, under Ceſar, firſt taking the Advan- 

tage of the Divifiens and Animoſities reigning 
amongſt the petty Princes of the Britains, made no 0- 
ther account, but to gain a full poſſeffion with little 
trouble or hazard, but found themſelves miſtaken, e- 
ven in barbarous Valour, as they termed it, for ſo it 
fell out, That King Lud, who built the Weſt Gate of 
the City of London, and was the firſt Founder of the 
City it ſelf, calling it Caerlud, tho' not in extent, as at 
preſent ; dying, and leaving two fons, viz. Androgins

himz and he, for a while, held a fair Correſpondency 
with the Romans, but finding his opportunity, fell off, 
and joyning with ſome petty Neighbours, gave the 
Emperor ſuch Apprehenfions. of Danger, that he 
thought it beft for his Repoſe, and the Securing the 
Roman Intereſt in this Iſland, to give him his Daugh- 
ter Genifſ, in Marriage, This Affinity calmed Afﬀeairs 


- fora time, and the Britains having learned the Roman 
Cuſtoms, became much civilized, forgetting their 


Barbarous Nature, cloathing themſelves, and buildin 

Houſes; ſo that the Hland extreamly Flouriſhed, an 

reſted from War, during the Life of Arvirazms, and 
was very little troubled in the time of Cogidunus: 
But Chara#icus, a Prince of the Silures, growing powe 
erful, by the contrated Forces of his Neighbours, 
drew into the Field, and beat the Roman Soldiers from 


their Strengths, making great ſlaughter of them 3 yet 


in the end, being Overthrown, he tled to Cartiſmandua. 
for ſhelter and proteRion 3 but ſhe, deſirous to ingra- 
tiate her ſelf with the Emperor, cauſed him, contra- 
ry toher Faith plighted, tobe delivered up to his Ene- 
mies, who, the better to keep their new Acquiſitions 
in peace, ſent him to Rome, where beholding the 
Magnificence of that Luxurant City, he reproved the 


Roman Covetouſneſs and Ambition, ſaying, He admi= 4 
red, that they, being Maſters of ſuch glorious Temples, * 
Strufures, and Riches, ſhould nevertheleſs crave after ? 
the Cottages and poor Poſſeſſions of the Britains: And ? 
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altho* this Prince was removed, another ſtood up 7 I 


3p his ſicad, Froſutags *King of the Tent 3 Jet 
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finding himſelf in no good condition to refift, he 


Tnade a Peace, and growing near his end, left Queen 


Bogus, and his two Daughters, in the prote@ion of 
the-Emperor Nero, whom he had made his Heir ; but 
the Ladies being of incomparable Beauty,and contrary 
to the Truſt repoſed, raviſhed, the valiant Queen cal- 
Jed together her Friends and Commanders, acquaint- 
ing them with the Treachery, and defiring their 
Aſfiſtance, telling them, That the Romans were znfebled 
by Eaſe and Luxury; and therefore being reſolutely ſet 
upon, they would fly like a timerous Hare: Andat that 
word opening her Lap, ſhe let go an Hare, which for 
the purpoſe he had concealed. I 

| This fo animated the reſt, that they immediately 
took Arms, and falling upon the Romans in their too- 
much ſecurity, under the Condutt of this Queen, put 
Eizhty thouſand of them to the Sword ; but in the end, 
new Forces arriving, ſhe was forced to Iay down 
her Arms and ſeek for Safety: And next to her, 
Venutizs King of the Brigantes, Warred upon them, 
but by the Treachery of his Queen, the faithleſs Car- 
tiſmandua, he was overthrown ; ſoa that the Romans 
having pierced into Scotland, overthrew ina great 
Battel, Galzacius Prince of the Calledonians, and 
finding none to Oppoſe them, they became abſolute 
Maſters of the famous Ifland bf Great Britain: Nor 
was it known that they diſcovered it, till this time, 
to be an Iſland, which was about One hundred thirty ſix 
years after the Landing of Ceſar, when in a far leſſer 


& time they ſubdued all France, Germany, and other 


Countries, inftaitely IJarger, by which we may per«

Who boldly durſt the world's prond Conqueror face, 


The early Valour of the Britiſh Race, | 
And put even Rome her ſe!f to foal diſgrace, 
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An Hiſtorical Account of -the Roman Emperors, wha 
were perſonally in this Tland, or Ruled by their Leute- 
- nants. 


Aims Fulins Ceſar (as you have heard) was the 
firſt Ran that fet footing in this Ifland, Iand- 

ing in the year of the Worlds Creation 3873- But 
he did little more than ſhew it the Romans, laying a 


ſmall Tribute of 300 pounds upon. it, not having - 


paſſed with armed Forces (as many hold) beyond 
St. Albans, thea called Veralum, finding by the great 
Reſiſtance he experienced, he had to deal with a 
ſtubborn people, over which he had no other advan- 
tage, but being better armed, and ſomewhat more 
expert in the Trains of War : Yet after three Expe- 
ditions he came no more, - but proceeded bo put the 
projet of gaining the Soveraignty of the World in 
prafice, wherein he was ſucceſsful, after the fatal 
Battels of Pharſalia, Philippi, and Munda ; yet his aſpi- 
ring coft him his Life, as has been related. 

OFavian Auguſtus Ceſar ſucceeded Full, after ma- 
ny Troubles and much Difficulty, but came not 
into this Iſland, though he thrice intended it; and 
in this golden Reign the SAVIOUR -of the World 
was born. To this great Emperor ſucceeded 77- 
berius, in the Eighteenth year of whoſe. Reign, The 
LORDof LIFE was put to death, to Riſe mare gli- 
rious, and Triumph over Death and Hell, and the pro- 
digious Defets in Nature that attended his Paſſion, 
being obſerved by Dianyfius Areopagita, at the Eclipſe 
of the Sun and Moon, 9c. he cried out, that The 
God of Nature ſuffered, or the Frame of the World was 
about to be diſſlved. To this Emperor Caligula ſuc- 
ceeded, but the moſt memorable a& he did, was 
the baniſhing Pontius Pilate, who thereupon grew 
deſperate, and flew himſelf. Then came Claudins Dru- 
ſis, under. whom Aulus Plautinus was Deputy in 
Britain, who was put ſo hard to it, that the Empe- 
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ror was obliged" to-come over; and; by the Marri-. 


age of his Daughtcr, put an end to the Troubles. 


© Nero ſucceeded him in the Imperial Throne, whoſe. 


wzekednefſes are too many to be related in this place : 


Amongſt other things, he Crucified St. Peter, + and / 


cauſcd St, Paul tobe Beheaded, burnt theCity of Rome, 
Rilled his Wife, Ripped up his Mother, and perſe- 


cutcd the Chriſtians with new invented Torments ; . 


he. did great injuries to. the 8ritains, by. his Lieute- 


nants, for which Queen Boduo flew Ezghty Thouſand 


of his-Romans. Sergius Galba beganhis Reign Anno 
Dom. 70. But being a Cruel and Diffolute Prince, he 


was. Killed by his Soldiers, after he had continued 
ſeven Months on the Throne ; So that Maximus being - 
then Deputy, the Britains felt not the Effets of his

three Montfis and five Days, before he made way for 


Anlus Vitellus, who, after eight Months Reign, was . 


Killed by the Soldiers, and Flavius Veſpatian, made 
Emperor in his ſtead ; So that, in theſe ſhort Revolu- 


tions, the Britains had Peace ; yet, in this laft Reign, _ 


the Brigantes and Silures were. up in Arms, but Zuli- 
us Frontins over-powered them. Petilius being De- 


Puty, the Famous City of Ferufalem, after an obſti-_ 


nate and bloody Siege, was taken by the Romans, un=- 
der the Leading of Titws Veſpatian, who ſucceeded 
his Father in the Empire, after he had Reigned about 
nine Years: and Reigned* two Years and three 


months; yet we find not that he had any War with . 


the Britains, but left the Empire to Domitian, his 
Brother, who raiſed a Perſecution againſt the Chri- 
ſtians, by the Example of Nero; Inſomuch, that 
Chriſtianity then beginning to Flouriſh in this Iſland,

"OU have received in the Kingdom of Britain, by 
GOD's Mercy, both the Law and Faith of Chriſt 3

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ſame ( through Gods Grace) by the Advice of your Realm 
make a Law; and by the ſame, through Gods Sufferance

This I have mentioned to ſhew the honeſty and 
Plainneſs of the Biſhops of Rome, before they came 
to. be debauched, and corrupted with Pride and 
Avarice: And this good King ſo far improved the 
Advice, that he immediately changed the Seats of the 
three Arch-Flamens, and twenty erzht Flamens, into 
fo many Archiepiſcopal and Epiſcopal Sees, appointing 
for the firſt three London, Torþ and Glouceſter ; and 
there upon the Chriſtian Religion, in ſpight of the 
Oppreffors, grew up like a ſtarely Cedar, and over- 
ſpread the Land. x: - 
Helvins Pertinax the next Emperor, did nothing 
of note, having but a ſhort Reign, Bot exceeding 
Eight Months, and was ſucceeded by Didius Fulia- 
ns, who continued not above two Months 3 neither of 
them having any VVar with the Britains. Yetin the 
Reign of Septimus Saverins, the Calledontans were up 
x Arms, and Heraclionus his Deputy not being able 
to you them, the Emperor came overin Perſon, yet 
could he not effe& it, by reaſon of the Fortreſles 
and Marſhes, where they uſually Fortified them- 
ſelves, with .leſs than the loſs of fifty thouſand of his 
Men ; and the better to bridle them, he cauſed a 
mighty VVall, with Towers to be run from Shore 
.to Shore : -but-being come over a ſecond time, (upon 
new. Commotions) he fell fick and dyed at orb; 
and in his Reign the Fifth Perſecution was raiſcd 
againſt the Chriſtians. Baſſianus Caracala Reigned 
after him ſix years, and being made Co-Emperor with 


' his Brother Geta he flew him ; yet the brztains were 


not molefted during his Reign: And then he gave 
place to Opilius Maerinus, who Reigned about one 
year two months, and was-Succeeded by Heliogabalus,

had been formerly Prieſt to the Sun, yet he held the 
Imperial Seat four years, and then gave place to 
Alexander Severus, who gave Liberty to the Chriſti- 
ans to live peaceable and quiet, without Oppreſſion or 
Perſecution 3 but when he had Reigned {1x months 
and ſeven days, he was killed by the Mutiny of the 
Almain Soldters, and made way for Maximinius, who 
raiſed the /zxth Perſecution : Yet in his time the Br7- 
tains were 1n peace, but three years put a Period to 
his Reign, and 7ultus- Varins Maximus mounted the 
Throne ; but he ſoon after was {lain by the Soldiers, 
And Gordianus who Succeeded him Reigned but forty 
days: For now the Preforian Soldiers began to com- 
mit all manner of Diſorders, ſetting the Empire to 
Sale, raifing any one to it for Money, and theneither 
Killing or Depoſing them, made room for more Gai, 


and inftead of one , they ſometimes ſet up two in- 


Co-Partnerſhip, as Claudius Puppienus and Celis 
Balbin:s, who Reigned only a year, then Antonius 
Gordiamss Reigned 3 and after him Julius Philippus 3 
the one Reigning four and the other five years; 
which ſhort Continuance, and the Care they had 
to Secure themſelves, made them little mind what 
was done abroad ; and Lieutenants of Proviacesper- 
ceiving things go thus unfortunately, did not fo 


much mind gathering the Publick Taxes, as to. . 


ingratiate themſelves into the Peoples Favour, and 
enrich themſelves by Preſents and Offerings, which 
were daily made them, without running the hazard 
of forcing, them to Rebel. And now Decius coming 
to the Imperial Seat, ſtirred up by the Enemies of the 
Church of Chrift, he raiſed the ſeventh Perſecution 
but his Fury continued not, for he Reigned but two 
years e're he gave way to Trebonzanws and Voluſianus, 
who ſtayed the Perſecution, and had Peace with 
the Britains : But in two years they gave way to 
Almenianus, who Reigned not above two months ; 
and thougn Valerianus that Succeeded him, held not 
the Dignity above a year; yet being of a cruel Tem-

per, ke gave vent to his Anger on the Chriſtians, who 

' now, in all places began to Multiply; to that again 
the Church was forced to wear the bloody Scars of an 
eighth Perſccutionz and nnder him St. Laurence, and 
St, Cyprian ſuffered Martyrdom. 

Thus went on the courſe of things, in theſe early 
times; andas the Wealth of Britain increaſed, ſo the 
Romans raiſed their Taxes to a higher pitch; yet the 
people, by this time, being better uſed to their Gueſt, 
and interchanged Marriages amongſt them, (they 
were not cafily to be drawn into InfurreQ&ion,eſpecially 
when they conſidered, they by the Arts and Manu- 
fature the Romans taught) were greatly improved, 


And now came Galzenus to the Imperial Seat, who, 
notwithſtanding his fifteen years Reign, had no War 
with the Britains; and though Flavius Claudius was 
2 great hater of Chriſtians, and ſtudied for Torments 
to deſtroy them, yet he lived not to effe& it z but ha- 
ving Reigned two years without moleſting this King- 
dom, he gave place to Quintilius, who, rather deſirous 
ofDeath than Ruley(as it appeared by the conſequence) 


opened his own Veins and Dyed, without one way of - 


other. troubling the Britains. - 

Aurelianus Succeeded Quintilizs, and Reigned five 
years, without concerning himſelf with the Afﬀeairs 
of this Iſtand ; yet he put out ſevere EdiQts againſt the 
Chriſtians : So that we may reckon under him the 
ninth Perſecution. Tacitus Succeeded him yet Reign- 
ed but rx months, e're he gave place to Florian 3 
and he' having a ſhorter Reign, was Succeeded by 
Probus, who held the Imperial Seat five years : Theſe 
had no War with the Britains; but Marcus Aurelius 
Carus, hearing they were in Arms to Recover their 
loſt Liberty, ſent Carantius his Lieutenant, to Quiet 


them, buthe joyned with them 3 ſo that the Tribute. 


was denied, during this Emperors Reigt : However, 
Carantius was lain by Ales, a_ Succeeding Lieute - 
nant. Diecleſian coming ' to the Throne , [_— y 
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perſecuted the Chriſtians ; but God (conſidering the 
"Diſtreſs of his people) put an end to his Reign, af. 
ter three Years; and fo gave reſt to his Church. 

This Emperor made . great Wars in this Ifland, by 
his Lieutenant, but with various ſucceſs; and was 
"ſucceeded by Conſtantins Clorus, who continued the 
'War, and came in.perſon againft the Calfedonians and 
Pi#s : And it was this Emperor, that finding King 

Coilus (his truſty Ffiend ) Dead , upon his arrival 
Married Helena, his beautiful Dabghter z and reigns 
ing about thirteen Yeats, Died at 7ork, leaving his 
Son Conftantine the Great,” to: ſucceed him ; but he 
being in his Non-Age, the Throne was Uſurped Alter- 

nately by Conſftantius Galerus, Maximus Severus, Mas 

zentinus Lucinas, and Martinianus : But at length 

' theſe were Overcome by the good Fortune of: Con« 
Rtantine the Great, a Britain by Birth, and half fo by 
'Parentage; . he Alloted part of his Empire to his 
Sons, and was the firſt Chriſtian Emperor the world 
beheld. Some hold, that being about to perſecute 

the Chriſtians, he was ſmitten with a Leproſy, and 

had it revealed to him in a Viſion, That unleſs he 

called home Biſhop Sylveſter, and the reſt of the Ba+ 

niſhed Clergy, he might diſpair of Cure; which acs 
cordingly he did, and found himſelf in perfe& Health, 

which: obliged him to embrace the true Religion : 

Others hold, that being about to give Battel, and 
doubting the ſucceſs, he all on a ſudden beheld 

in the Air, a bright ſhining Croſs, with this Motto, 

4n hoc vinces, In this thou ſhalt overcome: And taking 
thereupon the Croſs for his Device, he accordingly 

became ViRorious 3 but however it happened, no 
doubt, God (in Compaſlion to his bleeding Church, 

which had undergone ten cruel Perſecutions) raiſed 

up this Emperor to Heal her Wounds; and indeed, 

being Baptized, and received into the Church, he 

Teft nothing undone that might tend to her Welfare, 
and the propagation of the true Religion. Some 

Wars he had with the Britains, but they not confi. 
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derable , when after a long Reign he Dicd in- 

ACC. 

' Fulian, called the Apoſtate, ſucceeded this good 
Emperor, beginning his Reign 4nno Dom. 355. This 
Man, before he came to the Throne, profeſſed Chri- 
ſtianity, and ſeemed Zealous to promote itz being a 
perſon of great Cunning and much Learning, - but 
with the change of his condition his Conſcience 
altered ; which made many believe he made Religion- 
but a'Stirrup to mount the Imperial Throne 3 for 


, then he became their profeſſed Enemy, uſing all the 


policy he could to baffle and deſtroy their Intereſt ; 
and although he did not violently perſecute them 
himſelf, yet he gave way to ſuch as ſpared no Aﬀronts 
or Indignities, and writ with his own Hand a Book 
to ridicule the Goſpel, calling our Bleſſed Saviour 
Gallilean in derifion : When preparing for the Wars 
of Perſia, as he rode forth, he aſked one of the Chr7- 
ftians, What the Carpenter's Son was doing at that time ? 


' He is (replyd the good Man with an holy anger ) 


making a Coffin for your ſelf. At this Fulian ſmiled 
but whether Prophetically ſpoke, or by chance, it ſo 
fell out : That riding at the head of his Army, an 
Arrow, none knowing from what Hand 1t came, mor- 
tally Wounded him 3 whereupon perceiving - his 
Death certain, he drew forth the Arrow, and throw- 


. Ing up Handfuls of his own Blood in defiance of Hea- 


ven, he cried out, Vicifti Galilee, Thou haſt overcome 
me, O Gallileanz and ſo expired. Aﬀer whoſe 
Death Fovinianus took the Rule, and had ſo great 
a liking to the Chriſtian Religim , that he eaſily 
embraced it, caufing the Soldiers and People 'to do 
the'ſame, and would often exprefs himſelf in theſe 
terms : O that 1 might Govern Wiſe Men, and Wiſe Men 
Govern me! His Reign was but ſhort, not exceeding 
a Year, when he gave place to Valentinianus, in 


| whoſe Reign the Roman Empire was threatned - by 


the-barbarous Nations, who mad: great ſpoil and 
deſolation ; inſomuch, that the Legions in Britain 
' were 
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the Roman Emperors. * 25 
were drawn off_to Aſſiſt nearer homez which gave 
the Pifs and Triſh an opportunity to Invade and

Harraſs this Kingdom, with great Spoil, and Slaughs . 


ter of the People, which made them beſeech the Em- 
peror for Aid ; and Theodoſzus was -ſent with a 'Pows 


er that Repelled the Invaders, and left the Brj- 


tains in Peace, but no_ longer than till the Romans 
were departed ; He was moreover a great Favourer 
of the Chriſtians,” reſtored their Temples, and for- 
bid Idolatrous Worſhip,and Mid-night Sacrifice z and 
having found: ſome treacherous dealing amongſt his 
Men of War, he was wont to ſay; Gold was tryed 
with the Touchſtonz, and Men with Gold : And to him 
ſucceeded Gratianus and Valence, the former behaving 
himſelf with- all due Reſpe& to the Chriſtians, but 
the latter cloſed with the Arrian Hereticks againſt 
them, caufing- eighty of the Chriſtians to be ſent 
to Sea in a Ship, and there ſet it on Fire, giving them 


the choice, either to Drown themſelves, or Periſh it , 


the Flame ; Yet; after a Reign of Six years, full of 


Trouble, Maximus, and Valentinianus, took place <_ , 


but the firſt held it fo ſhort a time, That, in man 
Authors, he 1s not mentioned, they had no War witt 
the Britains, and had indeed enough to do to De- 
fend themſelves; and were ſucceeded by_ Theodofaur, 
who began his Reign 4nno. Dom. 379. under whom 
the Chriſtian Religign flouriſhed z and Damaſſus be- 
ing Biſhop of Rome, the Second General Council was 
held, and now, for the fpace' of fix Months, the 
World was ſo troubled with Earth-quakes, that the 
Deen, and Ruine they occaſioned, is not coun» 
table. | 


Arcadius, and .Henorius, next took place, vize + 


492. In whoſe Reign a marvellous Thing happened * 
at Conſtantinople, viz. About Noon, a Fire entering 
the Great Church, faſtned upon_the Biſhops Seat, 
and conſumed it; thence growing up like a Pyramid, 
ſeized the Roof, aud Burnt it, not doing the Peoples 
then Afﬀembled any harm, mongh i paiſed through 
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them; leaving the Church, it paſſed direQly to the 


Senate-houſe, and reduced it to Aſhes : This many 
: looked upon as -a Divine Preſage of thoſe Miſerics 
"that ſoonafter befel the Church and State ; for now 
the Roman Greatneſs growing to, a peridd, ,the Bran- 
'Ches being too penderous for the Bole, -to Support 


"the Storms of War, that came thundring from ſe- 


-veral Quarters, . rent. and tore them in pieces; inſo- 
much, that we may ſay, The Red Horſe, and his 
-Rider were ſent forth, about this time, To #abe peace 
-From the earth : And now.the Britains groaned under 
the weight of their Enemies, the Pits, Scots, and 
Wild Frith, who came upon them in great Swarms, 
laying waſte / all their pleaſant places, which made 
'them again Addreſs the Romans (who. had ſo long 
'been their Maſters) for ſpeedy Succourz but had 
word ſent them : That their hands were full of Ence 
enics, and that they could not ſpare any of their Forces : 
\However, Theodoſers Junior, and Valentiniams, com- 
Ing ts the Thrones of the Weft and Eaſt ; for now the 
S$0o-man Eagle was double headed, a Legion was 
ordered for Britain; upon whoſe approach, and 
after ſome Skirmiſhes, © the Barbarous - People reti- 
red ; andthe Romans, before their departure, taught 


the Britnins the more perfe& Exerciſe of Arms, ad- 


amoniſhing themtorenew, ſtrengthen, arid fortify their 
Wall from Seca to Sea, and keep Watchinen on 
the Towers to defend them, and give notice of the 
Enemies approach, ſceing they might be confident 
this was the laſt time they could expe@ any Succour 
from Rome; ſo that after a apr of 597 Years,the 
Romans of their own accord left the flouriſhing Iflad 
of Þ: itain, carrying with them, at ſutidry times the 


» Flower and Strength of the Land to aſſiſt them in 


their Foreign Wars, by which the Britains lay more

: Ethelbald fucceedeU Ethelwolf, being his eldeſt ſon 
by his Wife Osburge, who-was his Butlers Daughter;

Danes in his Fathers Reign zbut that which blotted his 
great Aﬀtions, was, his Marrying 7udirh, Daughter to

allay the Luſts of the inflamed Danes ; but it prevailed

Ethelflane, who began his reign 923. his Subje&s 
upon his coming to the-Crown, roſe in Mutiny under 
Elfrede a Narman, but the Ring-keader taken, and ſent 
to purge himſelf, they were quieted ; yet he was ſo 
jealous of his Brother Edwin, that he conſented to 
his, being. murthered, which created in him ſuch a 
remorſe, that he cauſed his Murtherers to be put to 
death; and had like ſoon after, to have been ſlain in 
-his Tent: by -one Anlafe a Dane, but by a-lucky re- 
moyal.he eſcaped, and a Biſhop, -who had pres by 
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ent on the ſame Ground, was aſſaulted and ſlain. 
After he had killed many of the Danes with his own 
hand, | as well Nobles 'as Plebeans, and having 
allayed their fary, he had leiſure to paſs into Scotland 
with'a powerful Army, and brought that Kingdons 


into ſubjcion 3 But upon his return, he found the 


Danes had ſtrengthened themſelves,yet he routed them 
near Wincheſter, and in this conteſt, it is reported, Guy 
Earl of Warwick fought with Colborn, the Daniſh Gi- 
ant- of mighty 1ize, and flew him han3 to hand, as 
the Kings Champion in ſingle Combat: and ſo fir 
ſpread the Fame of this King, that Hiſtorians report 
(but with what 'credit I know not) that Hugh King 
of France, greatly deſirous of his friendſhip, ſent him 
the Sword of Conſtantine the Great, which had in its 
Hilt one of the Nails that faſtened Chriſt to the Croſs 3 
as likewiſe his Spear, which was that with-which Loz« 
gin pierced his fide, with a piece of theThornyCrown 
he wore, that 0:ho the Emperor ſeat hini'a Landskip 
ſet with precious Stones, and the King of Norway a 
Ship with. gi!t Decks, and Purple Sails; he reigned 
fifteen years, and was the Eldeft Son to King Edward.

Edmund the fifth Son of King Edward, ſucceeded his 
Brother Anno 940. He fought ſundry Battels with vari- 
ous ſucceſs againſt the Danes, and his Son Dunmatl re- 
belling againſt him, he cauſed his Eyes to be put out 3

Edred ſacceeding Edmund Anna 946, the Danes be- 
gan to (ther courage, not without being'privately a- 
nzmated by forme treacherous Engliſh,, and amon 
them Woelften Arch-Biſhop of Tark; fo that Anlafe the 
Dane cauſed himſelf to be Crowned King of Northupr-

Edwy ſucceeded Edred, Amo 955. and was Crown- 
-<d at Kingon upon Thames, where it is reported he 
.committed Adultery with a great Lady, his near Kinſ- 
woman, in the fight of his Nobles, and afterwards 
-cauſed her Husband to be ſlain, that he might more 
freely enjoy her : He thruſt out the Monks, and put 
married Prieſts in the places of thoſe that affeted a 
ſingle Liſe ; Baniſhed Danftan, who is new” ſtiled a 
Saint, and: the ſame that is reported to have taken a 
ſhe Devil by the Noſe with a pair of Tongs, for. 
diſturbing him at his Korge. Theſe things turned the 
Peoples affetions againit the King, to a degree of 
laying him afide, and ſwearing Fealty to Edgar, which 
made him. pine to dearh, after he had ruled Four 
Years, and was buricd in the New Abby Church at 
Wincheſter. | 
Edgar began his Reign, Anno 959, He recalled Dun- 
ftan, and outed the Married Prieſts, making a Penalty 
againſt Drunkenneſs;z and the Land at that time be- 
ing peftered with. Wolves, he laid a yearly Tribute 
* of three hundred Wolves Heads upon the Prince of 
Wales, and upon the Noblemen and Free-holders, ac- 
cording to the largeneſs of their Poſleſſions, ſo that in 
a few years they were all deſtroyed : He made it his 
buſineſs once a year to ride the Circuit of his King- 
dom, toenquire of Abuſes done by his Judges, in 1-

Harrold Son to Earl Goodwin, and Sitha his Wife Si- 

ſter fo Swainthe younger Ring of Denmarh , was 

the Death'of King Edward taken for King, thoughzke 
wavcd the Ceremony of his Coronation, and to ingrati- 
ate himſelf with the People, lightned the Taxes and 
behzved himſelf courteous and atfable to all men; but 
he had not long held the Regal Dignity, before Willi- 
am Duke of -Normandy ſent to put him in mind of his 
Oath, which was made during his Impriſonment in 
Normandy,whether in the time of King Edggerd he had 
been drivenby ſtreſs of weather, importifig,that when 
ever Edward died he ſhould ſecure theKingdom for the 
Norman Duke; but Earrold urging what he then did 
was by conſtraint, -and that he conceived himſelf nat 
obliged to ſtand to it : The Duke prepared to Invade 
the Kingdom, at which time a Dreadful Comet ap- 
peared,denouncing the Woes and Milſcries that enſued, 
for. before the Notnans arrived, a great number of - 
Danes and Norwizeans Landed in the North under the 
Leading of Tefto and Harrold Harfrager King 'of Den- 
mark, and ſpoiling the Country before them, marched 
to Zorþ, which conſtrained the King to draw .qut - his 
Army, and being about to paſs Stamford- Bridge, built 
over the River Derwent, his Forces were ſtoped by a 
fingle Dane of Gigantick ſtature and ſtrength,and forty 
of his Men killed in attempting to remove him, but in 
the end, a Soldier getting under the Bridge in a Boat, 
run his Spear through a Crevis, and by that means Kik

him to ſend his Heart into the Holy Land, accom- 
pznied with 149 Knights, and-their Train, to which 
end, he had laid up Two Thoufand Pounds of Silver, 
and that, upon paia of Damnatien, the Mony ſhould 
be turned to no other Uſe ; then removing from Car- 
lijle to Bury upon the Sands, he there dyed of a Di/- 
ſentery, Amo 1307. and his Body was buried at Weſt- 
minſter,

Humphry Bohun, Earl 
of Hartford and Eſſex; then Beatrix, and Blanch. By 
his Second Wife Margaret, Daughter to Philip the

.of Kent, and Eleanor, who dyed young : He begatt

JE King, from the place of his Birth , was cal- 
led Edward of Caernarvon he began his Reign 
Anno 1307. and proſecuting the Wars of Scotland, he

-prifoned Walter Biſhop of Cheſter, ſeizing upon all 
his Goods and Credits, for caufing by his Complaint 
the Baniſhment of Gaveſton, in the Reign of Edward 
the Firſt, as likewiſe himſelf to be reſtrained in his 
diſorderly way of living: Then paſfing the Seas, he 
at Bullojgn' 1n France, married young T/abe/, Daugh- 
ter to Philip the Fair, King of France, and returned 
with her ig a molt ſplegdid manger , bringing _ 
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with him Gaveſton, his darling Favourite , who was 
a Gentleman Stranger, brought up with him in his 
Youth, and now under the influence of the King, be 
gan tobe ſo imperious, that the Nobility was let -4- 
g1inſt him; yet the King, who thought nothing too 
dear for his Minion, not only upheld him, but ſu 


plied him with Treaſure to the higheſt Profuſenels, 
giving him his Jewels, and wiſhing — more 
Throne , * 


than that he might ſucceed him 1n the 
which obliged the Parliament/to paſs an A for his 
perpetual Baniſhment, but had much difficalty to 
get it paſſed by the King; nor did he do it, but to 
paſs. another, giving him a great Summ of Mony, 
however, with relucancy he ſigned it; yet he wouid 
ſuffer his Privado, whom he had made Earl of Corn- 
wal, to be no farther from him than'Treland, where he 
maintained him in a ſplendid manner, and within 


a while callcd him to Court, and Married him to . 


Foan of dcres,. Countels. of Glouceſter, his Siſters 
Daughter, which made him' more Infolent than e- 
ver, conſuming the King's Treaſure in Feaſts, Plays, 
and other riotous Proceedings, at ſuch a rate, that 
there was not, enough left to ſupply the Neceſſities 
of the Court,, drawing the King hkewiſe into ſuch 
Debaucheries, ,that the Queen, finding her ſelf ſenſi- 
bly injured, reproved him at firſt with mildneſs, but 
fiading that ineffe&Ruzl, ſhe openly complained 3 fo 
that Gaveſion was a third time baniſhed ; yet he ſtaid 
not long before the King privately ſent for. him, 
making him Principal Secretary of State, which .ſo 


incenſed, as well the Biſhops as the Temporal Lords, 


that they reſolved . to expel him by force of Arms, 
chuſing for their Leader Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, 
and at Dathington, whether his Fear had driven him, 
he was ſurprized by Guy Earl of Warwich, who con- 
veyed him to Blacklow, where ſeveral of the Nobles 
conſulting, That if he were ſet at liberty, he would

Prevent if, and without any formal Tryal, cauſed his 
-Head to be ſtruck off, which greatly-incenſed the King, 
and raiſed in hima mortal Enmity againſt thoſe Lords,

The Scots about this time riſing in Arms, under 
David Brice, whom they had choſen their King, or

This Edward the H. was King of England, Lord of 
Treland, Duke of Aquitain, and fourth Son of Edward 
the I. by Eleanor his Queen : He began his Reign, the 
7th-of Zune, An. 1-307: and reigned 19 years, 6 months, 
and 18 days, and was the 3oth ſole Monarch of Eng- 
land : He was Murthered; 4nno 3327. in the 2oth 
year of his coming to the Crown, and the 41ſt of his 
Age, and afterwards buried at Glouceſter : His Wife 
was [/abel, Daughter to Philip the Fair, King of France, 
and by her he had Iflue, Edward of Windſor, Fohn of 
Eltham, Foan, married to David Bruce, and Eleanor, 
married to Reynold Duke of Guelder..

the Duke of Tork was ſlain, his Forces overthrown, 
his Son, the Earl of Rutland killed, begging his Life 


on his Knees, and the Earl of Salibury taken Priſo- 
ner, and beheaded; the Duke's Head was cut off, 
and a Paper Crown ſet upon it, by way of derifion ; 


and thus had ended the fatal Quarrel between the y 


Houſes of Terk, and Lancaſter, had not Edward Red 
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of March, eldeſt Son to the Duke of Tork, advanceT 
with a great Army, gathered in the Marches of Wales, 
and near Mortimer's Croſs in Lud/ow fought with the 
Queens Army, when at the joining of the Battel three 
Sans appeared in the Firmament, which immediately 
united into one.

And- 
here Hiſtorians put an end to King Henry's Reign, 
though he lived much longer, as will appear in theſuc- 
ceeding Reign ; his Wife was Margaret Daughter to 
Reynate, King of Feruſalem, &c, by her he had Iſſue 
Edward. 


This Henry was King of England and France, and 
Lord of Ireland, the only Child of Henry V. by Katha- 
rine his Queenz he began his Reign on the 3oth of 
Auguſt, 1422, and Reigned 38 years, 6 Months, and 
3 Days, being the 3 sth ſols Monarch of England, and 
was ſtabbed to the Heart in the Tower by Richard Duke 
of Glouceſter, Brother to Edward IV. on the 2oth of 
May 1471, in the 46th year of his Age, buried firſt in 
the Abby of Chartſey in Surry, afterwards removed to 
Windſor by Henry VIE. then removed again none knows 
where.

but the Forces of the Scots were defeated at Hezely

of his Oath to King Henry, -I have ſaved the Bird in my 
Breaſt, And another defeat happening at He cam Fer- 
ries, Fortune ſeemed utterly averſe; and that poor. 
Prince coming out of Scotland into England indiſguile, - 
was betrayed, and apprehended as he ſat at Dinner in 
Wadington-hall,and in an ignomimous manner brought 
to London with.his Legs bound under the Horſe's Belly, 
and ſecured as a Priſoner in the Tower. 4

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'eompaſs his ends without Marriage; that vertuous.La- 
dy diſdaining to be rhe Harlot, even of a puiſſant 
King, he reſolved againſt the Minds of his Friends to 
obtain his defires, by making her his Wife. This ſo 
fenfibly touched the Earl ofWarwick, in refle&ing up- 


on his Honour, in ſerving a Maſter of fo little Con- . 


ftancy, that although he had been mainly Inſtrumen- 


tal, in helping him to the Kingdom, he changed his 


love into a mortal hatred, and working upon George 


Duke of Clarence, to fayour his deſign, and by ſecret 


practices they ſtirred up a Commotion in the North, 
where one Robert Huldren headed 15000 of the Com- 
mons, but he being executed, Sir Zohn Conyers under- 
took to head them, proclaiming as they paſſed, that 
King Edward was an unjuſt Prince, and unprofitable 
fo the Kingdom ;z. when to ſuppreſs thoſe diſorders,he 
ſent an Army under the leading of the Earl of Pem- 
brohe, who joined Battel near Banbury, and had been 
victorious, had not one Fohn Clapham, Eſq; and Ser- 
vant to the Earl of Warwick, came in the heat-of the 
Fight, anddiſplayed his Maſter's Colours, whoſe Cog- 
niſance was the white Bear, and by crying a Warwick, 
ſo diſmayed the Welſh-men,of whom moſt of the Army 


. was compoſed, that thereby thinking the Earl was 


come in with his party, they threw down their Arms, 
and betook them to flight, leaving their General, who- 


valiantly fighting, was taken Priſoner 3 together with 


his Brother, Sir Robert Herbert, and 10 other Gentle- 


en of Note, who loſt their Heads at Banbury, by the 


Judgement of Conyers and Clapham, Anno 1469.

'-uinph, where on the 13th of 0Oober he was Crowned 
again, and went with the. Crown on his Head to St. 
Panls Church, the Earl of #arwick bearing up his Train, 
and the Earl of Oxford carrying the Sword before 
him, whilſt the people cryed, God ſave King Henry ; 
and a Paritament being called to fit at Weſtminſter, the

Dward V upon the death of his Father was com=* 
mitted to the Care ard Tutelage of Sir An- 
thiny Woodvile, with whom were joyned ſundry of the 
Queens Relations before her Mirriagez but Richard 
Duke of Glouceſter, the deceafed Kings Brother, thirſt- 
10g after Sovereignty, laboured to remove them 
from the Perſon of the young King; and to that 
end hearing they were bringing him out of the 
Country, whither he had retired, to be Crowned 
at London, ' with a great Power and Train, he ſo 
dealt with the Queen, that ſhe ſent expreſs word, 
they ſhould ſave the charge and trouble of ſo great 
a Concourſe, and urged as Glouceſter had infiauated, 
that it would give the Nobility at London appre- 
enfions of danger, and occaſion of diſturbance 
or diſcontent; and having made the Dake of Buck- 
ingham, the Lord Haftiazs and others, | his Conti- 
dents, he marched to Stonytratford, and there took 
the young King by force from the ſmall Train thaf 
| | : M0. 
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attended him, arreſting the Lord Richard Grey, Sir 
Themas Vaughan, and Sir Richard Hawtree in the King's 
preſettce, nor-could his entreaty prevail for their de-. 
- livery 3 he made Sir Anthony Woodvile,now Lord Rivers 
Priſoner, and ſoon after ſent him and the Lord Grey, 
with a ftrong Guard, to a Caſtle in the North, pre- 
tending for his Juſtification of theſe proceedings, that 
they had a defign upon his Life, and the Lives of the 
ancient Nobility, that they might have the Power of 
the King and Kingdom in their own hands; and to 
render the report more plautible, cauſed old Armour, 
and ruſty Weapons, to be ſhewed to the People in his 
way to London, pretending thoſe were the Inſtruments 
intended to do the bufineſs, 


The Queen upon the ſurpriſing news began to 
have mortal. Apprchenfions of the danger the King 
and her ſelf wergyſn, finding how ſhe had been im- 
poſed - on. by the Protefor, in forbidding the 
ſtrength 1mteuded for the Guard of her Sons Perſon, 
and- the better to ſecure her ſelf, ſhe removed with 
her Son Richard Duke of York, and her Daughters, 
into the Sanftuary at Weſtminſter, and People were 
filled-with fear and confuſion, eſpecially when they 
found. the Thames full of Boats, with the-Servants of - 
Buckingham and Glouceſter in them, to prevent the 
eſcape of any Perſons that way, and to prevent 
their coming to Sanftuary ; however the Archbiſhop 
of Tork comforted the Queen the beſt he- could, de- 
livering up the Broad Seal; and telling her, if any 
misfortune came to the King, he would Crown his 
Brother; and the Duke of Gloucefter cauſed the 
Lord Haſtings, Lord Chamberlain, to ſend a Meſſage 
to the Archbiſhop, to aſſure him all would. be well 3 
but the Queen” declared againft that Lord, as -one 
that ſought the Ruine of her Family : however on 
the fourth of May the King came to Town, and was

Gloxcefter having made a proſperous beginning, fell 


to ſtrengthening his Party, and held divers Councils, 


to contrive what was farther to be-done ; but he found 


he had as yetbut half his Prey in his hands, and there- 


upon he laboured to get the Duke of 7k into his poſ=-. 


ſeſlion, and to that end Conſultatians were held in the 
Star-Chamber, where it was refolved, that for ſundry 
reaſons he ſhould be with his Brother ; but the Abbot 
and Arch-biſhop declaring it was no ways reaſonable, 
but altogether dangerous, to make a breach upon the 
SanRuary, the latter was appointed to wait upon the 


Queen to prevail with her for his peaceable delivery ;. 


and although ſhe uſed many pregnant reaſons to the 
contrary, yet underſtanding the Protetthr was reſol- 
ved to have him by force, if fair means failed, ſhe 
with much regret, and a floud of ſorrow, delivered 
him to the charge of the Arch-biſhop, and other 
Lords that attended, ſaying, 1 deliver him and hjs 
Brother into your hands, of whom Tſha!l require them be- 


fore God and the World; after which ſhe tenderly kiſ- - 


ſed and embraced the Infant, bleſſing him,and weep- 


1ng over him, as a fatal prefage of his Misfortune, 


whilſt the Child wept as faſt; -the .Prote&or ha- 
ving gotten him, he took him in his Arms, and 
. gave him a treacherous Kiſs, ſaying, Naw welcome, 
my Lord, even with all myheart. The Prize thus got- 
ten, the Councils were removed, one held in the 
Tower, and the other in Biſhopſzate-ſtreet, under 
pretence of preparing for the King's Coronation ; 
and the better to colour the matter, Pageants were 
| ordered to be made, but the ProteQor perceiving 
the Lords Haſtings and Stanly to croſs what he aimed 
at, he reſolved to remove thoſe Obſtagles, in order 
: to 
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the Tower with a very pleaſant countenance,* ad 
excuſing his lateneſs, he went out again for a little 
ſpace, but then returned with a frowning and an- 
gy countenance, and demanded what ought to be 

one to thoſe that ſfought'to compaſs his death, who 
was of the Royal Blood, and fo near.allied to the 
Crown. To which they agreed, that they ought to 
be puniſhed 3s heinous Traytors. They are, ſaid 
the Prote&tor, that Sorcereſs my Sijter, meaning 
the Queen, and that Witch Shoar's Wife, of her Coun- 
ctl, that have waſted my Body with their Sorceries, and 
Witchcraft, and thereupon drawing up his ſlieve, 
ſhewed his Arm which was waſted and weariſh, but 
indeed had. never been otherwiſe; whereat the 
Lords ſtood mute, as knowing it was only deſigned 
to quarrel with them, ti1] the Lord Haſtings preſuming 
upon the Friendſhip he all along had with him, 
and at that time: keeping Zane Shoar as his Miſs, 
whom he thought to excuſe, ſaid, Certainly, my 
Lord, if they have ſþ done, they. are worth; of Puniſhe 
ment, What, replyed- the Proteftor fiercely, thou 
ſerveſt me with If 's and 4nds,1 tell thee they have done (1 
and that I wiil make good upm thy Body,Traytor. Upon-me 
my Lord, replyed Haſtings 2 Tes, upon thee, Traytor, re- 
plyed the Prote&or; and thereupon gave a Blow 
with his Fiſt on the Table, at which, as the Signal, 
one without cried Treaſon, and immediately there 
ruſhed in a Company of Armed men,- one of them 
letting fly with his Sword at the Lord Stanly, and 
wounded him in the Head ;' nor had he failed to have 
cleft his Skull, had he not nimbly firvik uader the 
Table. Then the Prote&or cauſed Huftinzs to be 
arreſted, bidding him ſpeedily take a Pricſt, and 
confeſs himſelf, ſwearing by St. Pau/, he would not 
Dine till he ſaw his Head off; and it was no time 
for. that Lord to reaſon the matter, but taking a 
Prieſt at a venture, after he was ſhriven, his Head 
2 was 
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was ſtruck off, on a log of Timber 'in the Towet, 
and the ſooner, to 'Tave the Prote&tors Oath, who 
was in hiſt to go to Dinner. And thus dyed this 
Man, in the time of his greateſt Security, betrayed by 
a Servant of his, whom he-had too much relied on, 
and truſt:d with his Secrets. 

To colour over the Murther of the Lord H:ſtinzs, 
who fell without proceſs or Tryal,-thne Lord Mayor 
ard Aldermen were ſent for, to whom the ProteQor 
and Duke of Buckingham appeared in old rufty Ar- 
mour, declaring, That their Lives being in ſuch emt- 
neat danger, by the Confpiracy of the Lord #./tmngs, 
and others, of which they had not bcen informed 
till ten in the Morning, that in their defence, they 
were forced to take what came firſt to hand, requi- 
ring them ſo to report it to their FeHow Citizens, 
and an Inſtrument in Writing to the ſame purpoſe, 
thit had been drawn up before hand, was Proclaimed 
by the Heraulds : and to ſet ſome Gloſs upon his 
Words, he cauſed the Sheriffs of London, to ſeize 
upon all the Riches and Furniture of Fane Shores 
Houſe, and commaned the Biſhop of Zondon to put 
her to open Pennance, and accordingly ſhe went 
barefoot in her Shift, with a Rope about her mid- 
dle, and a Tapour in her Hand, through the Streets 
of London, to Paul's Croſs, &&c. And farther', the 
Protetor commanded under great Penalties, That, 
ſhe ſhould be turned into the Streets, and none ſhould 
r-lieve her, yet ſeveral did it privately, whofe Lives 
and Eſtates the had ſaved, by her Power and Intereſt 
with King Edward ; however, ſhe lived to an old Age, 
not dying till the 2oth year of the Reign of Henry 
the Eighth. 

The Prote&or's Hand dipped agata in Blood,” he 
reſolved not to ſtop, but by a Private-Order, ſent 
to his Creature, Sir Richard Radcliff, the Lords ta- 
ken from the King at Sten/tratford and Northamp- 
fon,” were Beheaded 1n Pontefrad Caſtle. And naw 
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The Life. and Reign of © 
the ProteFor concluding. his paſſage. open to the 
Throne, no longer masked his Intention, but gain- 
ing Edmund Shaw, Lord Mayor: of - London, to fide 
with him, many Clubs and Cabals were carried on 
by his Party, and*Dr. Shaw, Brother to the Mayor, 
Preaching a Sermon at. St. Paul's-Croſs, on the-19th 
of Fune, declared-to the People, That there had been 
no lawful - Marriage between King Edward and his 
Queen, and therefore the Children ought not to ſuc- 
ceed to the Throne, and that neither King Edward 
nor the Duke of Clarence his Brother, were held: 


.. by them that knew moſt- of that Aﬀair, to be the 


lawful Sons of Richard Duke of York, but, ſaid he, 


- This Noble Prince (meaning the: ProteQor , who was 


to have come in juſt at the time-the Word s were ut- 
tering ) he is his Fathers own Pidure, his very Features, 
and his - Countenance, which remarkably teclare him to 
be the true Son of the Great Duke of York; yet the 
ProteQor not coming at that time, but ſomewhat 
late, the Door turned back from the other matter - 
he was upon, to the old Lefſcon, repeating the very 
words again, which rather made the Auditory Laugh, 
than give heed to thern 5. aiid the Door afterwards 
grew aſhamed of his Flattery, that finding hiniſelf 
_ where reproached, he not lovg after dyed for 
rief. 

This way not ſucceeding, the Mayor was ordered 
to. ſummons. the Citizens ta_ meet at Guild-Zall , 
where the Duke of Buckingham made ſeveral Orati- 
ons, to perſwade them to reje& the Line of King 
Edward, and own the Protefor for their King 3 but 
all he could obtain, was only the Shouts of ſome 
Servants and Foot-Boys, who were ordered to be 
there for that purpoſe, which the Duke laying hold . 
of, as the conſent of the People, he told them it - 
was a very gocdly-cry ; and then whilſt the Citizens. 
ſtood amazed at his Diſcourſe, he deſired them to 
make their humble Petition to the ProteRor, That NG 
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would receive the Crown, and take upon him the 
Kingly Government ; and accordingly the next day, 
the Mayor, Aldermen and-ſome of the Commoners,. 
with abundance «f Rabble at their Heels, accompa- 
nied the Duke of Buckingham, and ſome other Lords, 
to Baynard's Caſtle, where the ProteCtor kept his 
Court; and ſending in their Meſſage, the Prote&or 
appeared in the Balcony, as ſeeming to fear ſome 
danger of his Perſon, if he gave them nearer Acceſs, 
feigning an- Ignorance of their coming; and when. 
Buckingham (having firſt intreated his Graces Par- 
don, and a Licence to acquaint him with the Cauſe 
of their coming, declared, It was to beſeech him to 
-takethe Crown and Government upon him; he look- 
ed angry, and diflembled an Amazement at ſuch 2 
Requeſt, proteſting againſt it, and was forced (if you 
will believe it) to be threatned into an acceptance 
of what -he had ſo paſſionately, fought ; for Bucking- 
ham declaring, That none of Edward's Race ſhould. 
Reign over them, and therefore, they had. offered the 
Crown to him, - which if he refuſed; they would give 
to another of a different Family , that ſhould be 
worthy of it : Hereupon, with a ſeeming uttwiiimge. 
neſs, he told them , Seeing they were ſo bent againſt 
the Lineage of his dear Brother, which he was ſorry to 
hear, rather than they ſhould be deſtitute of a King of 
the Royal Blood. in the Houſe of. the Plantaginets, he 
ſhould be content to- ſubmit to their deſires, and take the 
Government upon himſelf, Theſe words ended, the Peq- 
ple cryed King Richard, King Richard: And from 
_ time 1s accounted the end of Zdward the $th's.

ing, Reign, having obtained Polſefſiun of the. 
Throne, and laid his Nephews afide, he kept them 


fici& Priſoners in the T.zwer, when calling a Parlia-- 


ment, the -Crown was confirmed to him and his 
Heirs, and great- Preparations were made for the 
placing it on his Head; but fearing the Nobility 
when gathered in a Body might oppoſe it, he ſent for 
hi; Truſty Friend, Robert of Riſdale, who gathering 
about, 5oco of the Northern Rabble, came to London 
as his Guard, when at Weftminfter the Ceremony was 
performed with great Splendor ; Queen Anne, Daugh- 
ter to the Great Earl of Warwick, being Crowned with 
him, who had been Contratted to Prince Edw.:rd, Son 
to Henry. the VI. And the. more to ingratiate with 
- the People, he diſcharged the Archbiſhop of Terk, and 
the Lord 'Standly from their Impriſo:ment, taking 
his - Seat likewiſe in ths Court of Kings-Pench, and 
there pronouncing Parz>n for all Offences commit- 
ted againſt him, and at the entreaty of the Univer- 
ſity of Oxford, Fohn Morten,  Biſtiop of -Ely, was delt- 
vered into the Hands of the Duke of Buchkinzham, who 
ſent him in cloſe Confinement to his Caſtle of Breck- 


mck in Wales, and then ſuffered him to continue up-- 


on his Parole. 

King Richard by this time , notwithftanding he 
had Poffeſſion, found himſelf but ſlenderly ſettled in 
the Throne, whilſt the Young Priaces, his Nephews, 
were alive; and therefore to make ſure, he ſent his 
Letter by Fohn Green to Sir Robert BrackenSury, Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower, to make them away privately 3 
but he, . deteſting ſo great a Murther, refuſed it, with 
Expreſſions of the Horror he conceived at ſuch a pro- 


poſition, but this Changed not the Uſurper's deter-_ 


* raination 
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mination, rather making him more earneft, laſt 
the Defign ſhould be diſcovered before it was put 1n 
pratice, wherefore, heing wiſhed by ſome of his 
Privadoes, to one Sir Fames Tyrrel , a Man of deſpe- 
rate Fortune and wicked Principles, he diſcloſed the 
matter tohim, and he promiſed if he might have the 
Keys of the Tower delivered to him for one day, he 
would ſee it effcQed z hereupon the King wrote to 
the Licutenant, on pain of high diſpleaſure, ' to deli- 
ver the Keys to this Perſon, and he not daring to re- 
fuſe, leaſt his own Life ſhould go for it, unwillingly 
ſurrendred them, whereupon Tyrrel, when the young 
Princes were in Bed and aſleep, ſent in two of his 
Hell-hounds, wiz. Miles Forreſt and Fohn Deighton , 
who wripping the Innocent Youths cloſe in the 
Bed-Cloaths, and clapping a Bolſter on their Faces, 
Forreſt being a heavy ſquat Fellow, lay upon them, 
whilſt the other kept down their Bodies, and ſo con- 
tinued to do for the ſpace of an Hour, till they found 
no more ftrugling, life, or motion in them, at what 
time Tyrrel came in, and finding them dead, cauſed 


their Bodies to be buried under the Stairs, deep in the. . 


them. 


The Buſineſs being done, the Murtherers re-delt- 
vered the Keys, and went to give an Account of' the 
Wickedneſs, and receive the Wages of Iniquity : 
But the Uſurper in this was miſtaken, for inſtead of 
contributing to his Peace, it added exceedingly to 
his difturbance and diſquiet, for he never after en- 
Joyed- any content of. Mind 3 not through: any Re- 
morſe, but through the Terror of a Guilty Conſci- 
ence, fearing every one that looked wiſhfully on him, 
came to kill him; and in his ſleep, he fancied hor- 
rible Apparitions of Devils and Spirits came to tear 
him, ſo that he often would ſtart ovt of his Bed, 
Tun lp and down the Chamber, crying out for 
help.

Tel was Beheaded for High-Treaſon in the Reign of 
Henry the Seventh : Forreft Rotted alive, and Drghton 
dyed miſerably beyond the Seas. As for the Bodies 
of the Children, they were by R7chard's Order taken 
up and being encloſed in a Leaden Cofhn full of holes, 
they were ſaid to be carried. to the Black Deeps in 
the Thames Mouth, and there thrown in, out of a 
Fancy, that this would appeaſe the Terror of his 
Dreams. . . 

The Duke of Buchingham, who had been mainly 
Inſtrumental in raiſing Richard to the Throne, ſoon 
"after this Murther fell into diſcontent, ſome ſay, for 
that the” King refuſed him the Duke of Hereford's 
Lands, to which he pretended himſelf rightful Heir : 
others, becauſe he was not looked upon and eſteem- 
ed at Court as he expeted; but he declared, it was 
from a remorſe for the Murther of the two Prin- 
ces, of which he could not but conceit himſelf 
ſomewhat Guilty, becauſe he had raiſed one to the 
Throne, that had cauſed them to be Murthered , 
though he was Ignorant of the Fa, or its Contri- 
vance : and hereupon leaving the Court, he retired 
to his Caſtle of Brecknock, and there conferring with 
Biſhop Morton : That Crafty Clergy-Man, to gain his 
. entire Liberty, ſo fed 'the Duke's Ambition, who was 
naturally of - an aſpiring Spirit , that after having 
ſounded :his Fbnclinations, he plainly told him, that 
nothing grieved him ſo much, ſince there was ſo 
worthy a perſon allied to the Crown, that a Tyrant and 
Murtherer ſhould fit upon the Throne, commending 
the Duke to be a perſon of ſuch rare Vertues, that 
none merited to 'wear the Crown, ſo much as him» 
ſelf, and although the Duke excuſed it, in telling him 
Henry 'Earl of Richmond, had a Right before him, he 
was prompt enough to hearken to ſo pleaſing a Sub- 
jet. Theſe Debates, that ſeemed at firſt in Jeſt, 
came at laſt to Earneſt, for Buckingham reſolving (if 
- poſſible) to- diſplace King Richard , mc 
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his Deſigns to divers of his truſty Friends, amongſt 
whom 1t was agreed, That the Earl. of Richmond, 
Heir of the Houſe of Lancaſter, ſhould Marry Eliza- 
beth, Daughter to Edward the Fourth, Heireſs to ' 
the Houſe of 7orb, and by that means unite the two 1 
Families: Whereupon the Mothers of the Earl and |

Theſe matters were not carried ſo privately, but 
the King. got notice of them, and ſent a very kind 
.Meflage to the Duke of Buckingham to invite him to 
Court 3 but he excuſing it, by reaſon of pretended  '} 
Indiſpofition, an Expreſs, was ſent, to command him © 3; 
to come, or he would fetch him dead or alivez by 7X 
this he knew that it was time to ſtand upon his own 
. defence, and returned anſwer, That he would not 
-come to his mortal Enemy 3 and thereupon ſending 
for Thomas Marqueſs of Dorſet out of SanRuary , 
and gathering ſuch power as he could 1n the North:, 
whilſt Sir Edward Courtney, and his Brother the Biſhop 
- of Exeter raiſed another in Devonſhire and Cornwal, 
as likewiſe did Sir Richard Guilford, and other Gen- 
tlemen in Kent, they reſolved to joyn their Forces, 
| but before 1t could be effetted, the King marched 
direaly againft the Duke with great -power, where- 
upon' his little. Army, moſtly conſiſting of Welſh- 
Men, diſbanded, and left him to ſhift for himſelf, 
ſo that he was forced to hide him in a poor Diſguiſe, 
putting himſelf: into +the Hands of one Humphrey Ban- 
niſter, that had been his Servant, and- raiſed by -him 
, "to whatEſtate he had, and with him he lived: for

'* - * could diſcover him, delivered him up for the lucre 


of the Mony, to the/Sheriff of Shrewsbury, who ſeized 
this Duke digging in a poor habit 3 and being carried 
to the King at Salwbury, he there, without Tryal or 
Proceſs, was Beheaded, upon which all the Accompli- 
ces diſperſed, and many of them fl:d beyond the 
Seas, And to this Treachery, many attributed the 
Judgments that ſoon overtook Barmift:r and his Fa- 
mily, for moſt of his Children dyed diſtrefſed or un- 
natual deaths, his Subſtance decreaſed, and he dyed 
in extream Poverty. 

The Meaſures of the Confederacy thus broken, ma- 
hy were Impriſoned ard put to Death, and the King, 
fearing an Invaſion, cauſed the Sea Coaſts to be guard- 
ed and fortified, and then aſſembled a Parliament at 
Weſtminſter, wherein the Earl of Richmond, and all his 
Adherents that had fled the Land, were Attainted and

and Poſleſſions were Confiſcated: Nor did Richard 
delay to uſe the ſame PraQices his Brother had done, 


ſending his Agents to the Duke of Bretaigne, in whoſe 


Court the Earl refided, withſtore of Gold and many 
Preſents, to perſwade that Duke, either to ſend Rich- 


_ - *mona{Priſoner into England, or if he refufed that, to 
;keep him a Priſotier there, and mifled but a little of 


ſucceeding ; for the Duke lying Sick, and Peter Landois

oblige> many of the Sco!ch Nobility and Gentry, to

Norfalk, were Headed by one' Robert Ketr a Tanner, 
who Stiled himſelf the Kings Deputy to Redreſs Grie- 
vances, ifluing out Writs and Warrants in. the Kings 
name,and chuting an old-Oat to fit in Council, called 
the Oak of Reformation, to which Tribunal all Com- 
plaints and Grievances of the Ruſticks were brought 
'to be redreſſed, and orders were fent for the plun-

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dering Gentlemens Houſes, taking Arms and Amuni- þ 
tion out of Ships, Fc. making themſelves Maſters of

and was Buried at Weſtminſter.

. bur after Dundee's Death nothing of conſiderable Mo- 
ment. was done, for with him his party. loſt their 
Couraze, and dwindled away ; many of the Heads 
of the Highland Clans repenting what they had done, 
came in, and "upon their Majeſties Proclamation, 
came in and ſubmirred themſelves to live peaccably : 
And by this time the Armies in England gathering 
toward Zighlake, and the Sea: coaſt on that ſide, great 
Preparations were mrde for Ireland. the: Duke of 
Scomberg being appointed ro Command thoſe Forces 
in Chief; and care being taken for their Embarque- 
ment, they on the 13th of Auguff, 1689, Landed at 
Carick fergus, and after ſome Refreſhment, Marched 
ro ſeek the Enemy, having obliged the aforementi- 
aned Town to. Surrender, and ſecured ſuch- places 
and Paſſes as might otherways have incommoded 
them.in theis;Rear.3 having for their better Recruit, 
rill rhe Gaywry could þe morefree. to-come in, Sup- 
plics of Apmynition and Proviſion; from England.

The Btemy thought not ſit to ſiay for this Army, 


| but retreated before it, ſetting Fire to ſeveral places 


of ſmall importance, and deſtroying ſuch-Forrage 
as they* could-not conveniently \catry with them: 
This made the Duke ſend themwerd,, Fhat if they - 
uſed ſuch French: Tricks, be would give them'no Quar- 
ter : And ſo afkeaeded, without interruprion, -to ' 
Encamp vpon the Plains of Dundalk, and poſſefled 
himſelf of-the Town of that name 3 whilſt the Ene- 
my, between” 40 and $0000, Fortified themſelves 
near Ardee, and ſeveral Parties were ſent out from 
either Camp, between whom there were ſeveral 
Skirmiſhes, with various Succefles, very advantage- 
ous to our Men; as well in beating the Enemy, as 
in gaining Booties. f [Ex 

The Rebels in We. Highlands 10 Scotland, were 
nor yet alrogether Quietz for on the 22d of m__ 
a party of them, aflifted by the Athlene-men, ad- 
yanced to ſurprize Dundalk, where the Lord Agnes's - 
Reigment was Quartered 3 who not only beat them 
back, but following them: to the Bills, killed 150, 
and took ſeveral Priſoners,with the loſs of Licutenant- 
Collonel Cleeland, and 7 others on our ſide, and 2 


- Major, and 14 wounded : Whereupon Collonel Can- 
non, who Commanded in Chict, nor:thinking him- 


{elf ſafe, retreated to Zaughebar 3 and many of Note 
came in, and ſubmitted to the benefit of their Naje- 
ſties Pardon, as the yourg Laird of Ba/canna, the 
Laird Fames. Murray, and divers with their Cattle and 
Subſtance came in and begged ProteQion from the 
Violence .and Rapine of the #ighlanders, in ſuch 
places as were under the proteQion of our Army : 
ſo that Collonel Cannon finding himſelf much weak- 
ned, berook him to the Ifſe of #147; ſo that the 
Mayor-General had leaſure toreturn to Edenburgh, 
where ſeveral Perſons of note, who had been ſecured, 
were, upon their ſubmiſſion, ſet at Liberty. 
And about this time a Deſign was diſcoyered to

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my, by cauſing a Reyolt; and upon ſtrit enquiry, 
it was found, that one Diniies Erving as a ve 
Soldier in one of the new-raiſed French Reigments 
of Proteſtants, had made Overtures to Monſieur D*

conſideration he mighr have a Pardon 1n France for 
a Murther. he had there committed whilft te was 
Captain of Horſe, as alſo a Command in the Enemies 


Army. This being proved by Wirnefles, and - his: 


own Confeflion, -before a Council of War, he and 


divers of his Accomplices, were Convitted and Ex- 


ecuted, and a great number of Papiſt being found 
in thoſe Reigments, raiſed in haſte, theyFvere made 
Priſoners and ſent over for England ; and the Army 
continuing to Advance, the Enemy Retreated 
before itz yet thinking to ſuprize our Men in 
Newry, a conſiderable party came on by break of 
day, and came down and kil'ed our Centinels, yer 
not befcre they had given notice by their Firing z 
but upon entering the Town, where a part of Col- 
lonel Ingolsby's Reigment lay, they were beaten out 3 
and aichough rhey Rallzed azain, they were forced 
to Retreat, with the loſs of a great many Officers 
and Soutdiers: And upon this, Charlemort, where 
they had their Randezvous, was blocked up, and 
the Lady Newcomen Garrifoning her_ Houſe" only 
wich her Sorvains: and Tenants, gave the Enemy 
a conſiderable Diverfion ; ſo thar before they could 
bring that Heroick..Virago to Terms, they were 
obliged ro bring their Cannon and Moxrars before 
the place ; and then ſhe Capiculated, to diſmiis her 


Tenants, if hec ſelf and her Servants might remain 


there in ſafety. And now that a more ummedi- 
are Elefling might deſcend xpon the Army, his 
Grace the' Duke of Scomberg, put forth a Pro- 
clamation - to forbid all Prophane Curfing' and 
Swearing In Officers and Soldicrs, upon great Pe-

Xing William and Queen Mary: 767, 
betray ſome part of the Army jn freland to the Kne-= 
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nalties: And haviag viſited the Quarters and ad- 

Jacenr places, upon his return to his head Quar- 

ters at Lisburn, he- received the welcome News 

of a great .Defear Collonel Woolſey had given the 

Duke of Berwick in or near the Town of Cavan, 1 

which the Duke had his Horſe ſhot under him, and 

Collonel 0' Rely Governour of the Town, was killed, 

and a greac deal of Forrage and Proviſions burnt 
the- Magazine being likewiſe blown up, which 

fruſtrated the Deſign the Enemy had on thar ſide 

to Rayage the Country ; our loſs in ths Aion be- 

Ing very inconſiderable. | 

And by this time the League being made, and 

the War declared by all the Confederate Princes, 
againſi-the French Nation, great preparations were 
made on all hands, and the former Parliament 
being diſſolved, a new one was choſen, the Com- 
mons making choice of the Honourable Sir Fob 
Trevor, for their Speaker; and his Majeſty being 
Seated on the Throne, told both Houſes his Re- 
ſolution to go for Jreland, his preſence being ne- 
ceflary. for reducing that. Kingdom to its Obedi- 
ence; and during his abſence, he thoughtr fit to 
leave the Admimfſiration of Government in the 
hands of thee Queen, and ſoon after an AR paſſed 
to that purpoſe, and new Lord Commiſſioners of 
the Treaſury were appointed, and all ojher things 
and marrers ſertled and ordered for the beſt ad- 
vantage ; whilft about 6 or 5oco Deans Landed in 
Ireland, as Forces ſent to the Aſſiſtance of his Ma- 
jeſty, under the Command of the Prince of Iir- 
Femberg: Theſe addirional Forces gaye our Men 
conſiderable Advantages , inſomuch that Collonel 
Callem#-made an Arraque upon Charlemont, beat 
the Enemy out of their Out-works, and with a 
ſmall number of Men had taken che place, had 
there not been a too-carly diſcoyery of his ap- 
| proach 
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proach; yet af:er having done confiderable Exe- 
cution, and greatly allarm'd the Garriſon and parts 
adjacent, he made a very brave Retreat, with con- 
fiderable Booty, burning the Houſes thar had been” 
abandoned by the Irzh Soldiers, as far as Armagh; 
and took fifty of the Enemy Priſoners, beſides 
the Rilted' and Wounded; on our fide we had 
only Major Ls Brody killed) with a Carthrage 
ſhort, and one private Soldier, wich two Officers 
Wounded. 

There being yet Miſanderfſtandings in Scotland, 


«divers People who laboured to diſturb the Peace of 


the Government, were ſecured, but upon their ſab- 
miſſton and promiſe of Fidelity, were ſoon after ad- 
micted to Ba1l, or otherways diſcharged ; yer a ſtrict 
Eye kept u7on ſuch as cpp—_— diſaffe&ed : Presby- 
tery was reſtored throughout the Kingdom, divers 
of the Orchodox Clergy being turned our for refu- 
ſing to Pray for the King and Queen, and Prelacy, 
laid afide, which occaſioned ſome Commorions, bur 

they were ſoon blown over. ' 
And the Parliament of England, after a ſhort 
Adjournment at Weſtminſter, -an 'A& was paſſed 
for granting their Majeſties a Subſidy of Tonage 
and Poundage, and other ' Snms , payable upon 
Merchandize Exported and Imported. An Ag 
for Enabling the Sale of Goods Diſtrained for 
Rent, being not payed in a reaſonable time; and 
other - private AQs for payment of . Debts. . And 
whereas there has heen an Embargo upon Ships: 
Trading to Ireland, it was now ordered to be ſu- 
ſpended and raken off, from ſuch-Veſſels as Traded 
with Proviſions and other Neceflaries, under their 
Majeſties Obedience, the Maſter or Owners of ſuch 
Vellels giving Security not to Trade with the E- 
nemy: which gave encouragement for a plenriful. 
ſupply of the Army, already in that Kingdom. 
who went on very ſucceſsfully in their Affairs 3 
| =. 0-4. whillt 
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whilſt Sir Thomas Levingflone ſurprized the Quar- 
ters of Collonel Buchanan, and Collonel Cannon, in 
. » Scotland, by unexſpettedly paſſing a Foard in the 
"Night 3 which fudden Onfer put them, being about 
2000 in number, into ſuch a Conſternation, rhat 
afrer ſome faint Reſiſtance, they fell into a Rour, 
arid being purſued to the Hills, four hundred of 
them were computed to be ſlain, and about 1oo 
taken Priſoners, the two Collonels being forced to fly 
without their Cloaths: Our 'Men here got a con- 
' fiderable Booty, which the Enemy had gathered 
in Ravaging the Country 3 and hereupon the Ca- 
file of Lethindy ſurrenderd upon Difcretion. And 
this good News was ſeconded by the Surrendering 
the firong Fortreſs of Charlemant in : Ireland ; for 
baving been a conſiderable time blocked up, and 
now apprchenfive. of being forced by our Troops, 
Teagne O. Regan the Governour, thought fir to 
Capiulare whilſt good Conditions might be had; 
and the Capitularion Signed, the Garriſon March- 
ed out about 8ooo firong, leaving in the place 
ſtore of Ammunition, 17 pieces of Cannon, and 
2 Mortars; but they had near ſpent all their Pro- 
viſions} which haſtned the Surrender of this im- 
portanx Place, which had been a Curb on the 
Neighbouring Conntry. 

And foon after his Majcfty preparing to paſs 
Inco that Kingdom, as he had ſome time hefore 
dererminded, he gave the Royal Afent to an AR 
for the exercifing the Government by her Majeſty 
during his abſence : gone for Reverfing the 
Judgment on Nxo WarFanto againſt the Charter of 

_ the City of London, and for reſtoring it ro its An- 
— tient Rights: An. A to declare whe Right and 
Freedom of Ele&ion of Members to ſerve in Par- 
liament for the Cinque-Ports, and ſome other As 
relating to. private Perſons, and thereupon a Pro- 
rogation enſuing, is Majeſty having ordered his 
Forces 
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- Forces i a readineſs at Highlake, Cheſter, and 
other places, ſet forward on the 4th of Zune, 
1690, and the 14th. came ſafe to Carrickfergus , 
in Ireland, where he was received with great Joy, 
by. the General and Chief Officers; and having 
reſted a_ while, andVifited-the places on the Sea- 
Coaft and. Frontires, he went to the Camp and; 
cauſed th: Army to Adyance to the Plains of Dun- 
dalk, which obliged che Enemy to Intrench them- 
ſelves about Ardee, propoſing to. ſecure the Paſſes 
thereabouts, being indeed very numerous, as ha- 
ving \about 10000 French, and about 3oooo Iriſh, 
and others, having every-where thruſt the Prg-. 
reftants' into Priſons, and very barbarouſly uſed 
them,” under. preterice of their intended Revolt, 
but eſpecially in Dublin, where they were not 
only apprehenfive of having their Houſes fired, * 
but their Lives- facraficed; the Ciry being 

into the hands of 6000 of the Country Militia g 
when the late King drew his Army out to Engage 
the. Engliſh, the Collonels, Luttret and Mac Grli- 
cuddy, being made Governours; ſo that it was 
made Death for a Proteſtant to appear in Arms; 
and indeed, their Condition was very miſerable ; 
but Providence ſoon altered ir; by the Condutt 
and Courage of his Majefty ;- for afcer ſeveral 
Marches and Counter-marches, the two Armies 
approached ; yet the late King, as it ſeems, fear- 
ing the iſue of a Battle might be dangerous, re- 
folved, if poſſible, ro avoid Fighting, and tire the 
Engliſh, by walking them up and down the Banks 
of the Rivers: But this Freach Pollicy prevailed 
not, where a Relvlute General Lead, and an Un- 
daunred Army followed ; for our whole Camp'be- 
ing at Dundalk, arid having ſecured a-four Mile 
Bridge, it was commandea to Advance to Marbet- 
Hill, and there fall inro the great Road, leading 
from Dundalk to Armagh; Major Scavenmire, with 
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a Detachmenr of 3000 Horſe and 200 Dragcoens, 
being ordered to view the Road, and viſit the 
Paſſes, and if poſſible, to diſover the poſture of 
the Encmy, and thus ſucceeded beyond Expetta- 
tion 3 for an advanced party of theirs ſuppoſing this 
Derachment to be rhe Van-guard of our Army, gave 
the Allarm, which made the Enemy riſe and fire 
their Camp. 

The. King by this time having- an Account of 
their Motions, ard that they had abandoned the 
ftrong Poſts, otherwiſe difficult to gain, he there- 
upon changed the order of the March, and an Ex- 
preſs was fent to the Forces poſted in the Neigh- 
bourteg places, to March-immediately by the Great 


Road rowards Dundalk : but in this time a Detach- - 


ment of 50 Dragoons and 200 Foot, fell into an 
Ambuſh of goo of the. Enemies Horſe, who Killed 
and Wounded abont 20 of them ; yer many of the 
- Enemy were Killed, and among them fome Ofi- 
cers of Note, whoſe Horſes became a Prey to our 
Men. | 

This letred nothing the Reſolution of che Army, 
for his Majeſty Advanced ro the Boyn, where he 
found the Enemy Encamped on the other fide, 
above the Town; but whilſt he was viſiting the 
"Foſts, the Intereſt of Chriſtencom- (in him) had 
like to have receved a fatal Blow by. a Cannon- 
Shor, coming fo near his precious Life, as tro Wound 
him on the Shoulder 3. yer fo lirtle it troubled 
this Mirrour of Courage, that when jr was Dreſſed, 
he Mounted again, ard continued on Horſe-back 
four Hours, to give neceſſary Orders: And having 
Commanded Scomberg with the Right Wing of 
Horſe, and other Forces, to paſs the River at an 
Upper Ford in, the Evening, with 5s ſmait Field- 
preces, the Count cnterpriz'd it; and the next day 
certified the Kipg he was got over with little loſs, 
and was geady to March towards the Enemy 
| | | fa 
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ſo ſoon as he had Orders: Upon this his Maje- . 
Ny commanded three Atraques to be made ar fe- 
veral Fords, all which ſucceeded ſo well, rhat our 
Men wading through the Water; beat the Enemy * 
with their Shot from the farther Bank, and yes 
ſuſtained their Fire in the Water 5 but the third 
Battallion of the Dutch Regiment had ſcarce paſſed 
the Ford, e're five of the Enemies came at Pikes 
ltengrh ro Charge 'them; bur our continual firing 
pur them into Diforder, with the loſs of one -of 
their Colours, and a great many Men; yet in our 
Mens Advancing beyond the Village, they were 
twice vigorouſly Atraqued by the Enemies Horſe, - 
but maintained their Ground ; during which, the 
Daniſh Forces came to the Lefr, and the Brigadiers 
Hanmore 'and Melionere, to the Right; the firſt 
was Attaqued by Dragoons, and rhe other by Horſe, 


. bur wanting Pikes they could do no great matter 5 


however, 3o reſolute Perſons, ſaid ro be of the 
Enemies Life guard, Charging deſperately amongſt 
the thickeſt of our Men, were ail Killed but five, 
who eſcaping through the Village, and unhappily 
lighting on the Duke of Scomberg in the Conflict, 
he was ſhot through the Neck, and received ſe- 
veral Curs with Swords, which made him fall dead 
from his Horſe: Mr. Walker, late Governour of 
London-Derry, was Killed by- a Shot in the Belly, 
as he was paſſing the Byyn,-and fome others of Note. 
Upon this, the King, with the Horſe about him, 
and 19 Barrallions of Foot, haſted to the Aſſiſtance 
of thoſe thar” were Engaged, and reinforced the 
right Wing with. 12. Batrallions of Foot, and 9g 
Squardons of . Horſe, he Marched againſt. the E- 
nemy, who ſhun'd his approach by flight, retiring, 
in great Confuſion, whilſt our Horſe purſued, 
kaving the Foot -behind them, and taking -onl 
s Ficld-Pieces which did Exccution: After whic 


_ our Dragoons Attaqued their Rear-guard, being | 
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backed by the Horſe; ar whar time the Ring 4P- 
pearing with his Troops on the Hills, they AU. 
fled, and left us an intire Vitory, throwing away 
their Arms , and skipping the Boggs; our Foot 
purſued them bur ro Denleck, 4 miles from rhe 


place of Battle, hut our Horſe purſued them 4 


miles further, and took moſt of their Bagzage » 
Cannon and Amunition, and that night recurn- 
ed to the Foot, where the whole Army Encamp- 
ed. The late King returned in haſte to Dub/:n, 
where having given Orders not to Fire it, a5 
ſome would have -perſwaded him to have done 3 
and in a Speech to the Mayor and Aldermen 3 
complained of his bad Fortune in England and 


Treland; he hardly reſted till he got on Ship- 


board, and Sailed away for France; in the mean 
time the Proteſtants got their Liberty, and Arming 
themſelves, ſeized upon the ſtrong places of the 


City, and with the Aſſiſtance of the Biſhop of 


Meath and Limerick, formed a Committe , and 
ſerit ro the King to let him know the City was 


'ar his Service; whereupon he ſent ſome Troops 
"to prevent any. Diforder that might happen, and 


Joon aſter came thither himſelf, where he was 
xeceived with great demonftrations of Joy, ane 
received divers Addrefles, ferling*the places there- 
abouts, and Afurivg ſuch as would return to their 
Allegiance, of his Prote&Qion and Pardon. 

Our Fket- being- at Sea, under the Command 
of the Earl of Torrington, great things were cx- 
peted from it, eſpecially when he had notice, 
the French ſhewed a readinefs ro Fight; bur when 


- the Signal was given, the Admiral felt "back with 


kis Squardon, and left the Dutch and a few Eng- 
lifh that were carryed on by the Courage of their 
Captains, to weather it againſt the whole French 
Fleet conſiſting of 82 Men of War, befides Fire- 
Shps and Tenders, inſomuch thas being onrpon:

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rd, aftera reſolute Fight, moſt of the Dutch Squa*

Thoſe of Note killed, were Rear-Admiral Zean Dich, 
Rear-Admiral Brackle, of the Dutch; and Captain 
Nordel, Captain Botham, Captain Pumory, and two 
Captains of the Marine Regiment, Engliſh. For this 
Dilgrace, ( never ſuftered from the French before ) 
the Admiral was commuirted to the Tower, and ſome 
time after Tryed on Board the Kent, by a Jury of 
Caprains,' bur Acquirted. | 

- The French upon this unexpetted Succeſs, lay- 


' Braving it vpon our Coaſt, and Burnt Tinmouth, a- 


ſmall Village, and did ſome other Damage 3 but the 
Militia being up in the ſeveral Counties, they durſt 
attempt no further: And the Rebels in Scotland, 
who were got together in confiderable numbers, - 
in Hopes the French would Land, to fayour their 
deſign, were utterly: routed by Sir Too. Leving-ſtoxe, 
and the. chief of them taken Priſoners, which has 
ever ſince broke their Knor': Yet more to leſſen the 
Defeat of the late King, it wasſpread with Trum- 
pets, Fire, and other Expreflions, that Ring Williarr 
was Slain; which Folly laſted many days, at the 
extraordinary Expence of the People; whilſt he 
was making his Conqueſt compleat in Ireland, by 
Reducing Waterford, Duncannon, Carlinford, and other 
placesz which ſerrled, he Marched in purſuit of 
the Enemy, who Rallyed about Limerch and Gal- 


 Iyway, under Lauzun and Tyrconnel, to oblige them + 


to Fight or Beſige Limerick; bur they declining 


the former, drew off ; whereupon his Majeſty made_ 


his formal m——_— to this ſtrong Town, cauſed 
Batteries to be raiſed, and Trenches to be run, ſo 
that all rhings were1n a great forwardneſs for Re- 
ducing it, many of the Out-works. being taken, 


. and thole within much damaged” and ſhaken .by 
. our Bombs and Cannon ; bus exceſlive Rains cou- 
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rinually falling , and the River Shannon ſwelling 
over its bounds, the Trenches were in a man- 
ner filled wich Water, and great lnundations 
threatned to cur off Communication, by the ex- 
traordinary overflowing of 'Rivers ; -his Majeſty 
thought not convenient in ſuch a Seaſon to ſtruggle

e Siege, and leaving the Lord Viicount Szaey, | 


and Sir Themas Coningsby, Governoutrs. of Ireland, 
Embarquipg at Duncannon, and arrived at Briſtol, 
being upon his happy Succeſs and Return, cvery- 
where Welcomed with ſounds of Joy. and Tri- 
umph. | | 
Soon after his Majefty's Arrival, the Fleer ſtood 


away to the Coaſt of Ireland, by which, and the 


Land Forces, Corbþ and Kinſale were taken with- 
out mach oppofirion 3 before the former of which, 
the. Duke of Grafton received his Mortal Wound. 
Nor was our Succeſs lefs in. the Weſt-Mndtes,. :s 
having bear the French out of St. Chriſtephers , 
and many other places; nor were our Ships leſs 
vigilant in watching for, and taking ſeveral French 
Prizes of great Burthen and Value. 

The Duke of Saws having broken likewiſe with 
the -French, fent over the Seiur D' la Tour, to 
Congratulate, and. Complement theig Majeſties, 
which he did in ewo Eloquent Speeches, declaring 
his Maſter's high Eſteem of, and intire Aﬀection 
for their Majeſtics, with all his good Wiſhes for 
their Proſperity and Succeſs, Cc. 


And now, though things were well in. England, | 


and indfficrent in Scotland; yet a company of 
rude People, called Rappayees, geting together in 
treland, committed great Outrages, . eſpecially -in 
the Vlillages ; to ſuppreſs whom, Lieuetenant Ge- 
neral Grnckle ſcoured the Country with a ſiron 
Party, putting many of them .to the Sword and 
others to tho Flight, when jn the mean while there 
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. was aDefign diſcovercd to Fire Dublin, that du- 
ring the Conſternation, Sarsfield might enter it 


with a ſtrong Party, and pur the Proteſtants to . 


. to the Sword; but the Project taking Air. came ro 
nothing. : | 
The Parliament out of a due ſenſe of His Ma- 
zeſty's great Deliverance, and what he had hazar'd 
and ſuffer'd in Ireland, the Commons preſented 
their humble Addreſs of Acknowledgment ; as 
likewiſe another purporting: the like to Her Ma- 
zeſty for . Her Prudent Care and Condutt of Af- 
fairs, in a time when Danger threatned 6ur Coaſt: 
Both which were very Gractouſly' received , and 
all due Eecouragement was piven- to Seamen to 
Enter themſelves Aboard the Service, ſo that many 
came in, and for the more ſpeedy raiſing of Mo- 
nies, an Ad paſſed for Dubling the Exciſe upon 
Beer, Ale, and other Liquors for_ the ſpace of 
One. Year; and the King having expreſſed his 
good. liking of their Proceedings, was pleaſed, a- 
monſt other things, .to tell them that the Aﬀairs 
abroad neceſfarily required His Preſence at the 
Hague, and therefore defired no time might be loſt 
in diſpatching what was before them, recommending 
ſuch things as were neceflary to their ſpeedy Con- 
 {iderarion, which they foon perfetted to Their 
Majcſties Liking and SatisfaQtion ; and -His Majeſty 
Appointed the. Lords of His Privy Council, and 
other great Officers in Treland, and ferled the Clr- 
oy of that. Kingdom, fo that being at leaſure to 
rake his Voyage for Holand, and having paſſed 
divers As, and declared his good Aﬀedtions. to

The French King, during the Congreſs at the | 


Hague , ſuddenly drew - his Army into Flanders 
and Befieged the ſtrong Town of Mons in Za- 
nault, in which was a Garifon of fix or ſeven Thou- 
ſand Men, Commanded by the Prince of Bergen, 
who defended it againſt the Fury of his Bombs and 
Batteries, very reſfolurely, making divers Sallies, 
and killing a great many of the Befiegers, till 
fome of the Our-works, rogether with a fortified: 
Mill were taken; and then the French Party in 
rhe Town ſtired up the People ro Mutiny, and 
Headed by two Abbots, and others of the French 
Faction, they compelled the Governour- to Capi-- 
tulate, to March out with Drpms Beating, Colours 
Flying, and fifry Perſons Maſqued, though at the 
ſame time, the Ring of England, who had once 
relieved jt before, had arawn a Powerful Army 
tozether with wonderful ſpeed, in order to raiſe 
the Siege; bur finding a Place that might have 
held ont a great deal longer, loft through Trea- 
chery, he Poſted his Army ftrongly on the Fron-- 
tiers, and according as he before purpoſed, return- 
ed to Englaud, Arriving at White-Zall on the 12th 
of April, where his Majeſty - was Received and 
Complemented by the Nobilty, and the Bells 
and Cannons thundered out his Welcome, and 
the Streets ſhined with Fires as a Teſtimony of 
Joy, for His fafe Arrival after ſo many dangers ;

being Adjourned, great. Preparations were made 


for His Majeſty's repaſſing the Seas to head the Ar- _ 


my in Flanders, divers Regiments of Engli/þ Horſe 
and Foot embarquing, as alſo many of the No- 
bilicy, ro atrend him in the War; and on the 
ſecond of May His Majeſty, with a Royal Equipage, 
ſer forward through the Shouts and Acclamacions of 
the People, and taking Shipping at Harwich, paſſed 
over with a proſperous Gale, and Landed near 
Maes-Land-ſlice, and paſſed from thence to- the 
Hague, where the forcign Miniſters waited on him 
to congratulare his: ſafe Arrival; and after ha- 
ving refreſhed himſelf and given Orders - for ne- 
ceffary Aﬀairs, went to the Army in Flanders, where 
he found all things in a good Readineſs, and promt- 
ſing Succeſs. 

The Dutch made preat Preparations by Sea to 
joyn the Engliſh Fleet, which was equipping with 
. all diligence; but in the mean time, the Sieur 
Tramp, . who -was' expeted to command the Ships 
of that State, died : Kowever, rhe Naval-prepara- 
rions went proſperouſly on,-whilſt the French were 
forced to make all manner of ſhifts for Scames, 
and orher Marine Accompliſhments ro Man out 
their Fleet. The 
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The Enemy beginning to mdke Appearance of 
ſome Reſiſtance in Ireland, great'Stores, and Am- 
munition, Fc. were ſent over to ſupply our Army, 
and 'to ſhew them true Engliſh Valour was nor to 
be baffled, 100 of our Foor beat 3oo of their beft 
Horſe and Dragoons, who ſer upon them by way 
of ſurprize, killing 3 of their Captains, and ſome 
Eminent Officers, with abont 3o private Souldiers, 
and ſoon after we Defeated a great Party of Rapa- 
rees, and ſince the ftrong Town or Fortreſs of Belle- 
more has been Reduced, and a great many of the 
Enemies beſt Officers and Souldiers made Priſoners, 
and 1500f the rib being abroad Plundring, they 
were {ct upon and Routed by our Parties, who had 
notice of their Enterprize, killing about go, of 
which two were Commiſſion Officers, rook 40 Horſe, 
wxh much Booty. X 

Whilſt the Cenfederare Army, under the Com- 
mand of the King of England in Flanders,” and that 
of the French Commanded by the Duke of Lnux- 
emburg, lay Encamped very zcar each other, in ex- 
peRation on our Part of giving Battle, the Marqueſ 
of Baxfflers -with the Eorces under his Command, 
ſer down before the City of Liege and-made his ap- 
proaches to Bomb it, but was ftoutly repulſed in 
his Approaches and Attaques by the Befieged, and 
although he ſer divers Houſes on Fire and did much 
Damage, yet' by the Indefatigable cire of the 
Biſhop 1n ſecuring thoſe that were ſuſpeed of hold- 
1ng Correſpondency with the French; and upon 
the approach of our Troops to relieve it, he was: 
oviyged to niake a hafty Retreat, firing his Camp, 
and leaving part of his Baggage behind him, being 
purſued | by Count ' Tily. with a confiderable body. 
of Horſe in the Rear, ſo that he made away ro- 
wards Luxemburg, nor ſtaying te Atraque any place 
10 his Retreat. | | 


The 
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The Frexch Army under Luxemburg during theſe 
Tranſa&tions, took rhe Advantage of poſſefiing Zal, 
a defenceleſs Town in Flanders, after the Garriſon 
was retired, giving it to be ſpoil'd by the Soldiers, 


- who committed all manner of Vtolences and Out- 


rages upon the Inhabitants, as they likewiſe did in 
ſome other places not capable of Refiſtance. 

The Engliſh Forces having made themſelves Ma- 
ſters of the ſirong Town of Ballemore, reſolved 


, to puſh on the Succeſs; and no ſooner were things 
| ſettled there, but the. Army marched away 10 


Athlone, the ſtrongeſt Town next Limerick that the 
Enemy held ; when having Inveſted it, the Beſicged 
thinking to amuſe our Men, put out none but 
French Colours in the outward; but this made 
them the more eager to Aﬀeealt itz fo that che 
Batteries being finiſhed, and a Breach made, the 
Storm began in this Orderz- Firit Marched 300 
detached Granadiers, then 50 Piomiers with Fag- 
gots, next 200 Fziliers to ſupport chem, rhen 
two Regiments of Foot, followed by 200 Pidniers, 
with more Faggots, and 20 Men with Axes to 
cut the Barocades: And the Signal being given 
by a diſcharge-of all the Cannon on the Eattery, 
our Men felt on, and with the firſt flighr of their 
Granadoes, beat the'.Enemy from the Breach, and 
furiouſly purſuing, poſſeſſed themſelves intirely of 
the Engliſh Town, whiiſt the Enemy preſling over 
the Bridge to the Iriſh Town, many of them were. 
Drowned in the River Shannon. In this Attion 


about 8 or 9 of our Men were Killed, and ſome _ 


few Wannded, but the Enemy loſt a great num- 
berz but the other being the ſtrongeſt Town, rhe 
Cannon play'd inceffantly againſt it; and having 
batrered down the Caftle and a great part of the

During: theſe TranfaQtions 1n Ireland, the Con- 
federate Princes was very conſiderable againſt the

_ beim, and forced the French from the Retrench-

himſelf of fome conſiderable Poſts: And Lieute- 
nant-Collonel Deven in the Brandenburg Service, ha- 
ving intelligence that a party of French:-Horſe were 

oſted in a lirtle Village near Ax la Chapelle, he 
urprized them with 200 Horſe, killing go and 
taking $5 Priſoners, and 60 Horſes, with little 
loſs on our fide. The French thinking themfelves 
ſecure in Savoy, by reaſon of ſome petry Succeſſes, 
befiged Con?, a ſtrong Fortreſs in that Principa- 
lity, and proceeded to barter -it furiouſly ;. bur 
upon the approach of Prince Eugene of Savoy with 
3000 Horſe, they raiſed rhe Siege in great diſor-

Killconel-Abby, and the Right upon Killcommodon, 
Hills, having two Boggs before 'them, between 
which. the Road paſſes to Gallbway; and on the 
Lefr, was,,the Ruins of an old Caſtle, intrenched 
and lined with their Foor, having other Intrench- 
ments for the greater ſecurity of their Camp; 
however, with much Reſolution and Bravery, the 
next day about 11, the whole Engl#h Army had 
palſed the River Suc, the Horſe by two Ford*, 
and the Foot and Artillery over a Stone-Bridge ;

The Foor in this Battle were 1ntirely broken 
and diſperſed, but ſome .few of the Horſe got to- 
gether berween Loghrea and Zimerich.
